The U.F.A. forece scored a sweeping 
victory in the federal bye-election on 
Monday, Robert Gardiner, of ,Excel, 
defeating Col, Spencer, the govern. 
ment candidate, by a huge honey 
which will probably reach the 8 
mark wien all-the outlying polls a re 
heard from. 

It had been getierally conceded | 8 
that the farmers would poll a large |t 
vote in the country districts, but it 
was thought that the city of Medicine 
Hat would return a large majority for 
Spencer and that he would do more 
than break even in the smaller towns. 
The greatest surprise of the election 
came when the votes were countd at 


the twelve polls in the city, and it was. 


found that the Medé#‘ne Hat people 
ha. deadorsed the farmer candidate 
with a majority of 278. 

Spencer came out on top at five of 
the city polls winning a small major- 
ity in four of them and 156 at the city 
hall station, but Gardiner was given a 
handsome majority in seven polls, plac- 
ing him in the-lead. Returns began 


majority was 144, 


All but four electors at Excel voted. 
At Oyen, where C. H. Harris, district 
president of the U.F.A. resides, the 
farmers piled up a majority of 244, al- 
though at this point Spencer was 
slightly more successful, finding 61 
pporters. In many other rural dis- 
qts Spencer was given only a féw 
ttered votes which amounted to 
i more than a drop in the bucket 
when compared with those cast in fav- 
or of Gardiner. Most of the ruras 
polling stations gave majorities of bet. 
ter than three to one for the latter. 

In the city of Medicine Hat the labor 
party evidently did much to swing the 
victory to Gardiner although it had 
been thought that this vote would 
jhave been more evenly divided. The 
railway men are said to have supported 
the farmer candidate almost to a man. 
The U.F.A. forqes were jubilant over 
their success on Monday night, and a 
hastily arranged procession headed by

SOME FACTS BROUGHT OUT. 

The result of the federal bye-election which was brought to a 
close at the polls on Monday, brings out in no uncertain way two 
facts...

It is very amusing to see a couple, 
of foreigners, or even home folks 
sometimes, waving and gesturing 
wildly with their hands in an ordinary 
conversation. . ~ tee 

We don't seeni-fo consider’ that it 
is up to the hands to help with the 
talk and do a little of the mouth’s 
work-occasionally} the mouth certain- 
ly does enough\work that belongs to 
the hands. 

From our earliest infancy to totter- 
ing old age we use the mouth as an 
amateur workshop, testing laboratory, 
caffy-all, thaead-cutter, pencil-sharp- 
ener, lubricator, wrench, vise, weap- 
on of offense and defense—and for 
unnumbered other duties in addition 
to its proper work. 

In fact the mouth is commonly 
used as a third hand. 

This means an cnormous ajnount of 
wear and tear—upon the teeth, gums 
arid jaws—that does not come from 
chewing alone: 

Almost evarything that is put into 
the mouth has infection of some kind 
upon it. i 

The very fact that we suffer so lit- 
tle from this overuse of the mouth 
shows that the saliva must be a germ 
killer to a.very considcrable extent 
but the saliva does not always protect 
us from infection from these outside 
sources, 

Many very serious conditions arise 
from the “third hand” ‘use~ of the 
mouth. In gddition to infection the 
ungeasonable strain upon the teeth 
often breaks the enamel and occasion- 
ally breaks off whole teeth, fillings 
are loosened, decay is encouraged and 
the irritation to the lips, checks, gums 
and tongue favors cancer. 

The habit of biting threads instead 
of cutting them causes a chronic in- 
flammation of. the membrane that|- 
covers the roots of the teeth and will 
cause the loss of the teeth. It is 
much more comfortable—and cheaper 
—to buy scissors. 

In fact the valye of the mouth is so 
great that it is poor economy to abuse 
it.

\what i _is an inch of rain? The 
weather man has instruments for very 
accurate mgasurements of it, just as 
he measures. the snowfall, the sun- 
shine and the direction and velocity 
of the wind, to say nothing of the rise 
and fall of the temperature. An acre 
is composed. of 6,272,640 square 
inches, and if there was an inch of 
water on it that would amount to 
6,272,640 cubic inches: There are 227 
‘cubic inches in a gallon, so that 6,- 
272,640 cubic inches equals 22,000 gal- 
lons, and that’ much water would 
‘weigh 220,000. pounds, or 110 tons, 
It figures out, then, that an inch of 
rain falling is at the rate of 110 tons 
per,acre. Itis a good thing the-fon- 
nage is-scattered over so much ‘terri- 
tory. :

Consolidated schools, where they are de- 
sired, are aided by government grants. | Where 
‘onsolidation is impossible or ig not desired, 
three times the usual grant is made to two-room 
schools, so that educational facilities may be 
largely increased. ~The educational opportunity of 
the child in the country is now more nearly equal 
to that of the child in the town or city, by reason 
of spec al legislation providing for high school 
eduyation in the rural districts, The mmment
